Lt. ELVRY MANN. who was 
stationed at ‘the Salinas Army 
Air Base for almost two: years 
before he went oyerseas, was 
killed in action over: Sicily, on 
November 18, 1943, according to 
word received recently. While 
in Salinas, he was an active mem- 
ber of Mr. Peavy’s tumbling 
group, and will be remembered 
for his outstanding work on the 
trampoline, as well as for his 
different stunts in ground tum- 
bling.
